‘Nellie’ Hagnauer remembered for leadership

Longtime Madison County 
Board Chairman and Granite 
City Township Supervisor 
Nelson “Nellie” Hagnauer was 
recalled this week as a man of 
action and integrity. 

Hagnauer, 68, died of heart 
failure in his home early 
Saturday. He had been ill for 
several months. 

“Nellie loved People, and his 
whole life was involved in 
helping others,’’ said his wife, 
Bernie Hagnauer, who was at 
his side at the time of his 
death. ‘“‘People knew Nellie as 
a man of integrity, who always 
kept his word.’’ 

jagnauer’s long and 
successful political career was 
founded on a basic philosophy 
aa Fee qpowernment, is good 
Po tics. Hagnauer realized 

at government is about 
providing services to 
constituents — and no single 
individual in the past half 
century has suittated one 4 
programs and services to hel 
area residents. 3 

That philosophy took 
Hagnauer a long way. His web 
of influence reached all the 
‘way to the White House, where 
he and Bernie were guests of 
the Clintons at Christmas. 

“Nellie had a long and 
successful career because he 
always tried to do what was 
right and tried to never make 
anyone angry,”’ said Madison 
Mayor John Bellcoff, a 
longtime friend and former 
chairman of the Madison 
County Democratic Central 
Committee. ‘‘Even if you 
didn’t have his support in an 
election — there wasn’t 
anything but praise for him.” 

Hagnauer became assistant

Township in 1955 and became 
township supervisor — a title 
he held until his death — in 


He was also a member of 
the old 49-:member Madison 
County Board of Supervisors 
from 1955 until the board was 


reorganized to an elected 
membership in 1972. He was 
the first and only elected 
chairman of the reorganized 
1961. board, serving 12 two-year 
terms in that capacity.

Chairman’”’ in Madison County 
and there is no doubt about the 





reference. Hagnauer served in 


many other posts in addition to 


his county board and township 
positions, including stints as 
Madison County Democratic 
Central Committee chairman, 
head of the Madison County 
Transit District and chairman 
of the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council. 

As board chairman, his 
influence reached throughout 
the county, and he made 
dozens of political 
appointments to boards 
controlling more than $75 
million in taxpayers’ dollars. 
Politicians went throu; 
Hagnauer to win appointments 
to agencies such as the St. 
Louis Regional Airport 
Authority, the county Housing 
Authority, county Transit 
District, the Board of Review 
for tax appeals and fire, water 
and sanitary districts. 

“Hagnauer’s friends 
affectionately called him 
‘Nellie,’ ’’ said Assistant . 
County Board Chairman 
Herbert ‘‘Junior’”’ Milton. 

But aspiring newcomers to 
the County Board tfully 
referred to him as ‘* 
Chairman.” 

U.S. Rep. Jerry Costello, 
D-Belleville, a former board 
chairman in St. Clair County, 
was a longtime friend. and 
often relied on Hagnauer for 
advice. 

“Nellie was a good and 
decent man. He was an 
effective leader for the people 
of Madison County, a great 
Democrat, a solid family man 
— Nellie was an all around 
great guy,”’ Costello. said. 

Bill Schooley, a Granite City 
lawyer, served as Granite City 

Township attorney and handled 
many of Hagnauer’s personal

Talk begins on a successor 


Speculation has quietly begun into a 
successor for Nelson Hagnauer, but the 
official replacement process won’t begin 
until after services for the late Madison 

ity Board chairman. 

“IT da.not know who the next chairman 
will be,}' said board vice chairman 
Herbert ‘‘Junior’’ Milton of Granite City. 
“T haven’t talked any politics yet. There 
is plenty of time. I want to wait until™, 
after the funeral.’’ 

Milton said he will consult with fellow 
board members after Hagnauer is buried, 
out. of respect for the late chairman. 

Hagnauer, 68, of Granite City died of an 
apparent heart attack in his sleep early 
Saturday. He had been ill since February, 
but would not reveal the nature of his 
illness. 

Visitation was Tuesday at Irwin Chapel 
in Granite City. The funeral will be at 9 
a.m. today, Wednesday, at Holy Family 
Catholic Church, 2606 Washington Ave., 
Granite City. 

‘Milton said he will call a special 
meeting within 30 days to elect 
Hagnauer’s successor from among the

chairmanship is a two-year term. 

Milton, who will assume chairman’s 
responsibilities until the new chairman is 
named, would not say if he is interested 
in the job, which will pay $50,000 in fiscal 
year 1997 and $52,000 in 1998. 

“J am not politicking today,”’ Milton 
said Sunday. 

Observers in the Administration 
Building, however, said Sunday that 
behind-the-scenes speculation has begun 
on a successor. Hagnauer’s family wishes, 
however, are that the politicking won’t 





publicly begin until after the funeral. 

Although the final vote is up to board 
members, sources contacted Sunday said 
that predictable players in the process 
will include some of the area’s powerful 
law firms and possibly some state and 
national politicians. The job is considered 
a plum because of the political 
appointments the chairman makes. 

Milton emerges as a logical successor, 
sources say. Another possibility, Jack 
Frandsen of Alhambra, also arises in 
discussion. Observers question, however, 
if either man can pull enough votes to 
win. 

Other possibilities mentioned include 
moderates Alan Dunstan of Troy and 
Rudy Papa of Bethalto. 

All the men are Democrats. 

Everyone contacted Sunday either 
declined to go on the record or chose to 
hold comments until after the services. 

Observers are also waiting to see if the 
issue of having a county executive — a 
paid, daily administrator — is raised.

Man guilty in

One of three suspects in the shooting of two Granite City | 
men in October was found guilty Friday, and is facing ‘“‘a 
time” in prison, accordi to prosecutors.

Anthony Glover, 25, of Madison was found guilty by a jury 
on two counts of aggravated battery and one count each of 
aggravated di je of a firearm and violation. of the Fire- 
arm Owners Identification Card Act. 

The two battery charges are Class X felonies and can carry 
a 30-year sentence. 

Prosecutor Robert Trone said state statute requires that 
Glover serve the two battery charges consecutively, and that 
he must serve at least 85 percent of his sentence,

Hagnauer’s death will be a big blow to Granite City and its 
residents, Mayor Ron Selph said. ‘ 

Although Selph did not enjoy Hagnauer’s support in his mayor- 
al campaign, the two men became friends and allies working for 
the betterment of their hometown over the last three years. 

“This is a big blow to Granite City,” Selph said. ‘‘A lot of 
people don’t realize the things he has done for this city.” 

Among the local programs Hagnauer initiated as township 
supervisor are lights for the high school baseball/soccer field, 
new playground equipment, senior transportation and nutrition 
programs, a new, modern Town Hall building downtown, and an 
elevator and courtroom space at City Hall. Most recently, he 
spearheaded an effort to have an athletic weight room built at 
Granite City High School. 

In his younger years, the chairman also spent some time on 
the mound. In fact, he was inducted into the Illinois Softball 
Hall of Fame in April 1980. Friends recalled Hagnauer was a 
star softball pitcher. 

Hagnauer was a life-long Granite City resident. He attended 
Sacred Heart School and Granite City High School. He served in 
the U.S. Navy from 1945 to "47. He was a member of Operating 
Engineers Local 893 for 17 years. > 

While Hagnauer is gone, the many roads, buildings and public 
improvements that were made under his tenure will provide a 
lasting legacy and memory of the man many called “friend,” 
s leadership helped build a new county administration 
building, highways and a new county jail,” Milton said

A third man, Lowell D. Newsome, 22, also of Madison, pleaded 
guilty-on May 14-to one count of aggravated battery with a 
firearm and illegal possession of a firearm by a felon. Three 
other'counts were dismissed. He was sentenced to eight years in 
prison.at the time of his plea, but Trone said he had been given

Ministries International, Inc. 
(CMD. 

CMI is a nationwide, 
nondenominational ministry for 
grade-school aged children 
which organizes and conducts 
Kids’ Retreats throughout the 
year. 

“They’re weekend camps,”’ 
Benes said. ‘Kids can go, and 
it’s a good time for them, and 
it’s a good positive 
alternative. : 

Through his ‘‘Strikeouts for 
Kids” program, which he 
began in 1994, Benes donates 
money for each strikeout he 
records in an effort to help 
raise funds for CMI. Last year, 
brochures were printed asking 
others to also pledge to the 
program. 

“Other ple can contribute 
based on how many people I 
strike out, whether it’s a 
quarter, 50 cents, a dollar, or 
whatever,”’ Benes said. “It’s 
allowed other people to 
participate.” 

CMI, which is based in 
northern San Diego, currently 
has regional weekend Kids’ 
Retreats in five cities,

Household Pests 





rom the experts at 


here's more to be 

said about pests. 

We scratched the 

surface last week, 

discussing how to 
control the lawn and garden 
variety. Today we'll get into 
the ones that can-make life 
miserable in many other 
ways. 


Flies 
They irritate, they spread 
diseases and nobody likes 
‘em. An adult fly can wreak 
alot of havoc on humans 
during its average 2-week 
lifespan. The keys to 
keeping 'em at bay: Main- 
tain sanitary conditions 
around the home, keep 
garbage cans tightly closed, 
and keep the window 
screens in good condition 
In addition, there are a 
number of effective indoor 
and outdoor insect killers 
available. Check at Frank's 





Spiders 

Many people are terrified 
of spiders, but in reality 
only a few (brown recluse 
and black window are two) 
are considered dangerous. 
Most others are quite 
harmless and can be 
beneficial, since they feed 
on flies and other insects 
But all in all, most people 
don't consider them nice 
houseguests. The best way 
to get rid of ‘em is to knock 
down their webs with a 
broom or duster, then spray 
with an indoor/outdoor 
insect killer around doors 
and windows. 








Crickets 

Out in a field late at night, 
the sound can seem 
tranquil, but when a 
cricket's in the basement 
going full swing, it's any- 
thing but. The females are 
quiet; the males make all 
the noise. It's made by 
rubbing the file and scraper 
on their forewings together. 
They can also chew on 





n they get big 
number, so do the other 
problems. Home pest insect 
controls are the best bet. 
Remove dense growth of 
vegetation around your 
home, where the crickets 
may be lurking. Seal 
openings around doors and 
windows. 


Ants 
They love to invade the 
home. Most of them are 
attracted to sweets, grains, 
fats and such. They manage 
to get into the house and 
help themselves to the food 
supply and carry the 
morsels back to their nests. 
When the weather turns 


sour, it can get even worse, 
since the ants will then seek 
indoor shelter. The ant 
colonies are normally built 
outdoors, under the 
ground, but they also can 
be under flooring and in 
foundations of buildings, in 
walls, and many other 
spots. An ant colony can 
contain up to several 
thousand. To get rid of ants 
indoors, use an indoor/ 
outdoor insect control. For 
those outside, treat the 
anthills with Diazinon. As 
an added measure, store 
food in sealed containers 
and-keep kitchens free of 
exposed foods 


Firewood Insects 

There's no such thing as a 
"firewood insect” per se. It's 
aterm for any of several 
insects that take up 
residence ina pile of 
firewood stored outdoors. If 
yours is stacked up against 
the house, chances are 
pretty good that the home 
will eventually be invaded 
by the insects. These 
include, but aren't limited 
to, carpenter ants and 
termites, two of the more 
destructive types. Spray the 
wood with Diazinon. Unless 
we set some sort of bizarre 
weather record, the wood 
isn't going to be used right 
away, but it should be 
pointed out that the wood 
must not be burned for two 
weeks after spraying. 
Finally, move the pile of 
wood away from the house.

Weather requires 
liquid refreshment 


When heat and humidit, 
threaten, it is time to stoc 
up on cool, liquid refresh- 
ment. Testers gave Presi- 
dent’s Choice 3-fruit blend 
iced tea mix from Schnuck 
Markets the test this week 
to forecast its possible 
summer value. 

Made with what it calls 
“natural lemon, lime and 
grapefruit flavors,” the tea 
was mixed in pitcher quan- 
tity with ice. 

Several tasters called it 
“refreshing.’’ It was served 
on an unusually warm day 
in the office, so it seemed 
like a simulation of a sum- 
mer day. 

“The fruity flavor is a 
refreshing change — espe- 
cially on a day like today,”’ 
a taster said. 

Another mentioned the 
blend of citrus flavors. 

“I didn’t pull out individ- 
ual flavor except for the 
lemon, but it definitely 
didn’t taste like an sweet- 
ened iced tea only with 
lemon, so I guess they suc- 
ceeded with the combina- 
tion of flavors,’’ she said. 

Others talked about 
sweetness. 

“Although I like sweet- 
ened tea, it seems a bit 
sweet. I usually use artifi-

cial sweetener, so I’ll_bet 
I’m just noticing the differ- 
ence,”’ she said. 

Another tester had plenty 
to say about the taste of the 
product, which costs $2.50 
for a 32-ounce container of 
mix. 


“Jt was nice and sweet,”’ 
she said. “It had_a refresh- 
ing lemon/lime flavor, too, 
and I liked the mildness of 
the tea flavor.” 

She and others use this 
type of product year-round, 
over ice in warm months 
and heated in the winter. 
One taster tried it both 
ways. 


“%t dissolved nicely both 
hot and cold. I thought the 
citrus edge was more 
noticeable when it was on 
ice. That part was more 
mellow when it was heated 
up. I would really like it 
year-round as an evening 
drink that way,’’ she said. 


Mixed as directed, 1 
heaping tablespoon mix to 1 
cup cold water, each cupful 
has 100 calories, 21 grams 
carbohydrate with 21 grams 
sugars. There is neither fat 
nor vitamin value in the 
drink. 





In spite of recent news 
reports over cancer con- 
cerns from well-cooked 
meat, the issue of cooked 
meat — and E. coli infec- 


tion — is still of utmost 
importance to people’s 
health 


Thorough cooking of any 
hamburger or ground beef 
dish is important because 
undercooked ground beef is 
the primary source of E. 
coli infections. This one 
strain of bacteria has 
caused hundreds of illness- 
es and several deaths. 

A recent report from the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s Food Safety and 
Inspection Service (FSIS) 
says people are not as 
skilled as they should be at 
judging when hamburgers 
are cooked thoroughly. 

Recipe instructions usual- 
ly advise cooking ground 
beef ‘‘until no pink color 
remains.’’ However, color 
is not always a good indica- 
tor of doneness. The color 
of beef depends on a num- 
ber of factors — age of the 
animal at slaughter, expo- 
sure of meat to oxygen, 
length of storage time and 
storage temperature. 
Some meat may look 
dark or brown and still be 
raw, while some may stay

Raw ground 
beef also looks brown if the 
package is kept refrigerat- 
ed longer than a day or 
two, stored at temperatures 
over 40°, or exposed to too 
much oxygen because it is 
not properly wrapped or 
the wrapping is torn. 


On the other hand, low-fat 
beef patties may stay pink 
even after being cooked 
thoroughly. Researchers 
found lean beef patties took 
longer to cook, and stayed 
pink at higher internal tem-

For a beef patty, one 
answer is an instant-read- 
ing thermometer with its 
thin probe about the diame- 
ter of a knitting needle. 
Take a patty off the grill or 
out of the pan and hold it 
edgewise on a plate with a 
piece of paper towel to pro- 
tect fingers. Insert the ther- 
mometer through the side 
of the patty until the tip 
reaches the center. Ground 
beef is done when the tem- 
perature reaches 160°

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Brush up on grill skills and savor 


Memorial Day weekend is 
time many fledgling and 
serious students sign up for 
Basic Grilling 101. 

According to year-round 
griller Melanie Barnard, 
who has written two books 
on the subject, grilling is a 
cooking method that is 
relaxing for the cook and a 
delicious way to enjoy a 
variety of foods. 

She adds.a.few tips that 
make it effortless and : 

« Put safety first. Grilling 
is cooking over an open 
fire. Caused by charcoal or 
gas, it should be treated 
with as much respect as an 
indoor stove. Do not leave 
a fire unattended and 
remember coals continue to 
burn several hours after 
cooking is finished. Kee 
the grill away from build- 
ings and out of the way of 
children and pets. 

¢ Know your equipment. 
Read and follow instruc- 
tions that come with a 
charcoal or gas grill. Each 
manufacturer designs 
vents, covers and interior 
of a grill differently. Each 
recommends specific types 
of charcoal and may .sug- 
gest fire-starter methods. 

* Build a better fire. 
Whether starting a char- 
coal fire with an electric 
starter, Barnard’s favorite 
grill gadget, a metal 
“chimney”? or chemical 
starters, allow at least 30 
minutes for coals _ to 
become covered in a glow- 
ing gray ash that indicates 


they are ready for grilling. 
When using chemical 
starter, allow the same 


time for chemicals to burn 
off and never add more 
chemicals once the fire has 
started. When using a gas 
grill, allow about 15 min- 
utes for properly preheat- 
ing. 

e Stop that sticking. 
Before placing a rack over 
coals, lightly coat it with 
vegetable oil or spray it 
with nonstick cooking 
spray. Set the rack over 
coals, then wait at least 5

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Juice up chicken and 
poach for flavor of herbs 


Poaching is a favorite 
way to cook chicken in 
many cuisines throughout 
the world, but it is new to 
most American cooks. A 
fat-free cooking method, it 
is ideal for lean and health- 
ful meals. 

Whether the poaching liq- 
uid is chicken stock, wine 
or water flavored with aro- 
matic herbs and hearty 
vegetables, the approach is 
ah easy way to cook meat 
that is flavorful, tender and 
moist. 

Poached chicken is easily 
turned into a one-pot meal 
by adding vegetables. Car- 
rots, potatoes and other 
root vegetables start to 
cook with the meat, while 
quicker-cooking mush- 
rooms, zucchini or green 
beans can be added toward 
the end of cooking. Because 
it stays moist, poached 
chicken is handy for salads 
or for mixtures that will be 
reheated, such as fillings 
for crepes or tortillas.
